ing two of a set of three silver-gilt James 
I. standing cups and covers, are, of their 
class, quite unique. They happen to be 
without blemish, and hall-marked 1611, 
thus taking first rank among the rarest of 
early seventeenth century plate. The bowls 
are embossed and engraved with floral de- 
signs, and are supported on baluster stems, 
each decorated with three scrolled orna- 
ments, ending in female or monsters’ heads. 
The circular bases are engraved with 
leaves. The covers are decorated in a sim- 
ilar manner to the bowls, and are each sur- 
mounted by a triangular spire of pierced 
work, supported on three scrolls. They 
both bear the London hall-mark for 1611, 
a leopard’s head, a lion passant, and the 
maker’s monogram, “B. T.” The enrich- 
ments are Elizabethan in character, but the 
style of the cover and the stem is new, the 
latter forming a link between tne stems of 
the Tudor period and those “baluster” sup- 
ports which find a beginning in Fig. 13. 
The illustration, Fig. 14, sufficiently shows 
the beauty of this remarkable trio. Only 
two are illustrated, there being a pair of 
the pattern which is on the left. 

The Carpenters’ Company possesses a 
James I. cup—called the ‘“Edmond’s 
Cup’’—very much like those in the Samuel

Death of Jacob Ettenheimer. 

Rocuester, N. Y., March 30.—Jacob 
Ettenheimer died yesterday morning at the 
family residence, 57 Clinton Place, at the 
advanced age of 93 years and six months.

C. N. Bostwick Arrested Charged With

Boston, Mass., April 4.—C. N. Bost- 
wick, formerly employed by H. R. Leigh- 
ton & Co., 383 Washington St., was ar- 
rested last Tuesday in Rochester, N. H., 
on a warrant charging him with the embez- 
zlement of $500 worth of diamonds and 
other stock from the firm.

Seizure of Jewelry on a Tourist Returned 
from Europe. 

Dr. Carl Beck, a professor of surgery, 
of Chicago, and his brother, a dentist, of 
the same city, were passengers on the 
Lucania, which arrived Saturday morning. 
Dr. Beck declared some small articles, paid 
a few dollars duty, and was about to leave 
the boat when he was stopped by Customs 
Inspectors Brown and Donohue, who had 
noticed a suspicious bulging in one of his 
pockets. They asked him to show what 
he was carrying in his wallet and he 
complied, with the result that in among a 
quantity of greenbacks was found a white 
tissue paper filled with diamond jewelry. 
The goods, which consisted of a pair of 
earrings, a diamond and ruby ring, a pair of 
diamond bracelets, two diamond brooches, 
with other jewelry, were seized. Dr. Beck 
explained to Deputy Collector Phelps, in 
charge of the law division of the Custom 
House, that the goods were given to him 
just as the boat was leaving the pier at 
Liverpool, and that he intended to return 
them to Europe immediately, so did not 
think a necessary.

Banks Brothers do not deny the claim, 
but the Middletown house deny they were 
in any way connected with Banks Brothers 
at the time of the purchase. It is claimed 
that the goods were purchased between

Hinderberger’s Smugglied Jewelry to be 
R turned to Germany. 

The Konkursurwalter has been success- 
ful and the jewelry smuggled by Carl M 
Hinderberger will not be sold by the U. S. 
Marshal. but has been ordered sent to 
Dresden. Hinderberger, it will be remem- 
bered, was a former jeweler of Dresden 
who skipped to this country and was ar 
rested July 28 last while trying to smuggle 
about $10,000 worth of jewelry into the 
port ol New York He was convicted of 
the crime last December and sentenced to 
nine months in Ludlow St. jail.

Silver Stamping Legislation Favorably Re- 
ported in the Maryland Legis'ature. 
BALTIMORE, Md., March 29.—The meas- 

ure introduced in the Senate March 8, en- 

titled “A bill entitled an act in relation to 
stamping or marking articles manufactured 
of silver,” has been reported favorably by 
the Committee on Judicial Proceedings, to 
whom it was referred, with the exception 
of changing the penalty from $2,500 to 
$500. The law is essentially the same as 
that now existing in Rhode Island and 

New Jersey, and that awaiting the signa- 

ture of Governor Black of New York 

State. 

Charles C. Stieff, of the Baltimore Sterl- 
ing Silver Co., this city, through whose en- 
terprise and influence the bill was intro- 
duced, has prepared an amendment to the 
bill by striking out the roth or enacting 
clause and substituting the following: 

Section 10 is hereby stricken out and the follow- 
ing sections to be added and to be known as Sec- 
tions 10, II, 12, 13, 14 and 15. 

Section 10. Upon any information against a per- 
son, firm, corporation or association for a viola- 
tion of Sections 1, 2, 3, 4 5, 6 7 and 8 of the 
aforegoing act the magistrate must issue a sum- 
mons in substantially the form prescribed in the 
laws signed by him, with his name of office, re- 
quiring the accused to appear before him at a 
specified time and place to answer the charge; the 
time to be not more than twenty days after the 
issuing of the summons 

Section 11. The summons must be served by 
delivering a copy thereof and showing the origi- 
nal to the defendant; or, if the defendant be a 
corporation, by delivering a copy thereof and 
showing the original to the president or other 
head of the corporation, or to the secretary, cash- 
ier or managing agent thereof. 

Section 12. At the time appointed the magis- 
trate must proceed to investigate the charge in 
the manner provided by law for the investigation 
of a charge against any natural person or corpo- 
ration brought before him, so far as those pro- 
ceedings are applicable, except as provided by the 
law. 

Section 13. If it shall appear to the magistrate 
upon the investigation that the article of mer- 
chandise concerning which the charge is brought 
was not made or altered in any way by the de- 
fendant, and that it was acquired by him in good 
faith as an article of the standard of purity pre- 
scribed in Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8, and 
without knowledge or information on the part of 
the defendant to the contrary, the charge must be 
dismissed and the defendant discharged, provided 
that the defendant furnish to the magistrate an 
affidavit stating the name, residence and place of 
business of the person from whom the article was 
acquired by the defendant, and the circumstances 
of its acquisition, together with an undertaking 
with sufficient securities, in a sum to be fixed by 
the magistrate, conditioned for the appearance of 
the defendant to testify in any prosecution, action 
or proceeding against the person from whom the 
article was acquired; furthermore, that the defend- 
ant furnish the magistrate with an affidavit to the 
effect that he purchased the article or articles in 
question in good faith believing them to be of 
the standard of purity prescribed by the law. 

Section 14. This Act shall take effect July 1, 
1898. —

Maillard, left Philadelphia armed with 
letters which represented him to be a trav- 
eling agent for Girard’s commercial house, 
and visiting Girard’s correspondents in 
Holland and Switzerland. His real des- 
tination was the Swiss chateau at Prangins, 
from which the king had fled two years 
before, and his real object to secure the 
treasure which had been buried in the 
ground of the estate on the eve of his flight. 
Maillard found the buried packets, and with 
them he would also have brought to Phila- 
delphia Queen Julie if her physicians had 
not compelled her to renounce the project 
of joining her husband.

It was 
about this time that wild rumors began to- 
circulate in Philadelphia concerning the ex- 
king’s riches, and of the hoards of specie 
which he had deposited in the vault of 
Stephen Girard’s Philadelphia bank. Mys- 
terious heavy boxes, sealed with wax, were 
believed by Girard’s clerks to contain the 
crown jewels of Spain and Naples. One or 
two old men in recent:years, who were then 
among those clerks, have told how Joseph 
would sit in the bank talking with them

Silver. ver loving cup—es- 


sentially an old Eng- 
lish institution—would be followed by a 
demand for all articles of silver associated 
with ancient English life. And such is now 
the fact. This demand finds its highest ex- 
pression on both sides of the Atlantic for 
authentic pieces of antique English silver, 
such as tankards, loving cups, mugs, 
candlesticks, tea services, salvers, etc., and 
in this connection it is interesting to ob- 
serve what the London correspondent of 
THe CrrcuLaR has to remark. Says he: 
“American visitors cannot be too cautious 
in buying old silver. The demand is greater 
than ever, and the fancy prices obtained 
are a premium to clever rogues;” and he 
asserts that a great deal of “antique” silver 
of modern make is put upon the market. 
He narrates the sentence to a year’s im- 
prisonment of a man whose plan of swin- 
dling couisisted of inserting old hall marks 
or imitations of them into new goods. 
There is a sale for old hall marks cut from 
damaged or useless articles, and portions 
of genuine antique goods with the hall 
mark on are worked up into larger and 
heavier articles. The art of accurate repro- 
duction of antiquities has reached such 
perfection, as we have on several occasions 
pointed out in these columns, that even the 
shrewdest buyers for American importers 
cannot be too cautious in their dealings. 
The supply of old English silver of proved 
authenticity being necessarily limited, and 
the demand for such ware increasing and 
spreading not only among collectors but 
among the general public, it follows that

the craze must at length diverge into other 
channels. We therefore now see that rep- 
liquas of ancient English pieces are being 
produced by the silver ware manufacturers 
in merchantable quantities for general sale. 
Still further does the craze promise to go, 
for we have intimation of the production 
by silversmiths of patterns in both hollow 
ware and flat ware, based upon and in 
some cases entirely reproduced from an- 
tique English models. Thus in the turn 
of the whirligig of fashion, old English 
at least as far as silver is concerned, is a 
ruling force and it takes no prophet to 
predict that in the event of hostilities be- 
tween the United States and Spain and the 
probable active sympathy of Great Britain 
for her kindred country in the west, all 
things English will be in demand. In the 
meantime jewelers should acquire a knowl- 
edge of the characteristics of antique Eng- 
lish silver ware, and this they can do by a 
careful perusal of the series of articles run- 
ning in THe CrrcuLar devoted to the fa- 
mous Montagu collection of sixteenth and 
seventeenth century English silver, and 
those devoted to the Londesborough col- 
lection published in these columns some 
months ago. 





HE tendency for 
business to con- 
centrate into the 
hands of a compara- 
tively small number 
of dealers may be an industrial evolution 
consequenttocompetitionthat is irresistible, 
but as the ultimate outcome is problemati- 
cal, it would seem that the forces at work 
should not be given full freedom. In one 
branch of the jewelry industry—the watch 
jobbers—this concentration is daily becom- 
ing more and more apparent. The com- 
petition among these jobbers continues as 
keen as ever, with but little prospect of a 
change. The result of this process which 
has been going on intermittently for years 
has been the concentration of the businessin 
the hands of a comparatively small num- 
ber of houses as the weaker firms drop out.

The 
present tendency is towards a still further 
reduction of the number, so that in all 
likelihood the trade in the future will be 
confined to a very few houses doing a 
large volume of business.

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Paris Exposition, 1900. 


Regulations Governing the Installation of In- 


dustrial Exiibits. 

WasuIncTon, D. C., April 2.—The regu- 
lations governing the installation of indus- 
trial exhibits at the Paris Exposition of 
1900, which are of interest to those mem- 
bers of the jewelry and kindred trades who 
intend to make exhibits, are as follows: 

All objects admitted will be introduced into the 
exposition before Dec. 1, 1899, and Feb. 28, 1900, 
according to the regulations to be pre scribed by 
the commissary-genera! Due notice will be given 
of special tariffs made to exhibitors by railroad, 
steamboat, or other transportation companies. 
No charge will be made to exhibitors for space, 


water, gas, steam, or other motive power required 
by them, but connections with main, gas, water, 
or steam pipes, counter and auxiliary shafting, 
etc., will be provided by exhibitors. 

All expenses of packing, unpacking, repacking, 
installation, storage, preservation of cases and 
transportation to and from the grounds must be 
borne by exhibitors in the contemporary exposi- 
tion. The expenses of installation will include the 
establishment of special passageways, the con- 
struction of all special partions, ceilings, windows, 
platforms, railings, fixtures, etc., all of which must 
conform to the plans adopted by the exposition 
management. 

As to certain of these constructions, the admin- 
istration reserves the right to execute them in 
whole or in part at the expense of the commis- 
sioner of the department or of the country to 
which they appertain 

All or a part of such expenses in connection with 


the Centennial Exposition may be assumed by the 
administration. 

Workmen exhibiting on their own account in 
the contemporary exposition will be relieved of 
all expense on account of installation. 

No special construction within the exposition 
grounds will be authorized until the plans of the 
same, embracing also the approaches and the in- 
terior arrangements, have been approved by the 
management 

A comnuttee of installation will be created for 
each class of groups, works of art excepted, which 
will apportion the space among the exhibitors, 
prepare and submit to the administration plans of 
installation and decoration, supervise the execu- 
tion of the same, provide for maintenance and 
guarding, and assess expenses upon exhibitors and 
collect the same. 

The commissioners of foreign countries will 
make their own installations in the positions erect 
ed by them and in the parts of the general build 
ing assigned to them, all plans for the same to be 
submitted for approval to the administration. 

All exhibits, without exception, must be made in 
the name of the person, firm, or company sign 
ing the application for the same, but the names 
f persons of every grade who may have contrib- 
uted in any way to the preparation of the exhibit

may be added. 

All exhibitors in the contemporary sections are 
expressly invited to mark their exhibits with the 
market prices of the same, but this is not com- 
pulsory 

No exhibit can be removed before the close 
of the exposition without a special permit, ex 
cept those produced on the grounds under special 
authorization. 

All exhibits, installations, and special construc- 
tions of every kind must be removed, at the latest, 
six weeks after the close of the exposition, at 
which time the management will remove the same 
at the charge of the exhibitors. 

The materials will be placed in a public ware- 
house, and if the charges are not paid by June 
30, 1901, the same will be sold and the net profits 
turned over to the assistance publique, or poor 
fund, of the State.

Edelmetall Industrie, to offer a few 
remarks on depthings, although the matter 
is exhaustively treated in text books and 
manuals; but they are deplorably so 
dom read, and, if so, in so superficial a 
manner, that watchmakers are not at all 
well versed in them as they should be.
